Forest fires not only interfere with' 


the pleasure of the sportsman, but it 
has a more serious aspect. 
It is a 


ource of grcive economic loss to all 
the people of the state. 
When the 


forest has been destroyed by fire, the 
water1 rushes down the bare slopes, 
causing raging floods in spring and 
leaving the streams with little watrr 
in summer, so that the 
welfare of 


farmers living many miles from 
the 


mountains, is affected. The slopes, de- 
prived ol' the pioteotion ol the forest, 
soon have their soil carried away by 
the lain and become incapable of 
sustaining tree growth, while the ma- 
terial carried oft" by the water, chokes 
the streams or is spread over fertile 
farms in the plains. An even greziter 
lo?s is that suffered through the de- 
struction of timber and young sap- 
Imgs, which, if protected, will even- 
tually supply our 
growing1 demand 


for lumber. 


The greatness of llite demand and 


our inability to supply it, will be re- 
alised when we consider the fact that 
fifty million dollars' worth of lumber 
i" imported into Pennsylvania each 
y."ar.

Cam- 
pers forgot to put out a fire or a man 
dropped a match or cigarette among 
<-ome leaves, not noticing where it fell 
or a spark from an engine was blown 
among some branches lei't whete tum- 
Lf>rmen hati been taking 
out 
logs. 


Any of these or some other incoiv id- 
ered act may at a any time start a 
f;re which will sweep 
away many 


square miles of forest.

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ANTHRACITE STRIKE LOOMS 


NEW YORK. April 29—A strike of anthracite coal miners 


was-declared imminent today by union members of the scale com- 
mittee which has been in conference with the operators' com- 
mittee. Negotiations were apparently dead locked. At a meet-

Forest fires not only interfere with' 


the pleasure of the sportsman, but it 
has a more serious aspect. 
It is a 


ource of grcive economic loss to all 
the people of the state. 
When the 


forest has been destroyed by fire, the 
water1 rushes down the bare slopes, 
causing raging floods in spring and 
leaving the streams with little watrr 
in summer, so that the 
welfare of 


farmers living many miles from 
the 


mountains, is affected. The slopes, de- 
prived ol' the pioteotion ol the forest, 
soon have their soil carried away by 
the lain and become incapable of 
sustaining tree growth, while the ma- 
terial carried oft" by the water, chokes 
the streams or is spread over fertile 
farms in the plains. An even greziter 
lo?s is that suffered through the de- 
struction of timber and young sap- 
Imgs, which, if protected, will even- 
tually supply our 
growing1 demand 


for lumber.

Cam- 
pers forgot to put out a fire or a man 
dropped a match or cigarette among 
<-ome leaves, not noticing where it fell 
or a spark from an engine was blown 
among some branches lei't whete tum-

logs. 


Any of these or some other incoiv id- 
ered act may at a any time start a 
f;re which will sweep

square miles of forest.
